Twenty-First Annual Meeting of United 
Grain Growers Limited 


Reports Show Successful Year and Sound Financial Condition 
of Company—Delegates Insist on Maintaining 
Livestock Marketing Service. 


Two outstanding features marked 
the discussions of the delegates at- 


meeting of United Grain Growe: 
last weck. 

The first was the refusal of the 
delegates to allow the closing of 
the Company’s livestock buethe 
in Alberta, The Directors’ report 
outlined the development of the 
new Provincial livestock marketing 
rganizutions in each of the three 
provinces and recommended that 
the Company’s livestock business 
in Alberta be closed. In Saskat- 
chewan they had already closed the 
Company’s livestock office on the 
Moose Jaw yards, owing to the 
fact that the Saskatchewan Co- 
operative Livestock Producers had 
decided to commence operations in 
that province. In Alberta the Al- 
berta Co-operative Livestock Pro- 
ducers had declared their intention 
of opening their own livestock sell- 
ing agencies on the yards at Cal- 
gary an? sdmonton on the first of 
the year, instead cf having their 
livestock marketed through the 
Company’s offices as heretofore. 
Because of the situation thus cre- 
ated, the Directors recommended 
closing the livestock business in 
Alberta. Delegates from Alberta 
however, insisted that the farmer: 
of that province should not be de 
prived of the marketing service 
they had been getting for their 
livestock. The meeting asked for 
information on the plans of the 
new provincial bodies and was ad- 
dressed by A. B. Claypool, repre- 
senting the Alberta Co-operativ: 
Livestock Producers, Limited, W 
D. McKay of the Saskatchewan 
Co operative Th ostock Producers, 
Limited and I. Ingaldson of the 
newly organized anitoba body.

When the hand of justice falls heavily on the should- 
of the transgressor and he is led whither he would not go, 
and the dark portals of the prison are closed upon him 

for months or years, his cup is full enough. Why should 

anyone take peasure in adding a drop thereto? _Bitter 
are the penalties of the criminal law even to hardened and 
habitual offenders. Much bitterer are they to men who 
before conviction had enjoyed the respect and confidence 
of their fellow citizens, Transition from a high position 
of public trust or business standing to the company of 
caged felons is a woeful change. In the eyes of the law 
only the man himself is to blame for it: he alone, at all 
events, has to answer for it by forfeiture of liberty. 
Hard as it is, the loss of freedom is not so crushing 
as the disgrace which unhappily cannot all be carried into 
the lone cell of the prisoner. Those near and dear to him, 
who best knew his merits and were most indulgent to his 
faults, find it harder to push away the cloud of his disgrace 
the more they love him. If it was by the vicious alone 
that criminal acts were committed the duty of the sentenc- 
ing judge weuld less frequently be a very painful one, and 
there would be less of the tragic in the impression made 
upon the public mind by his faithful pronouncements. 
But we trust, this impression of the tragic will always 
be produced when men who have lived the lives of good 
citizens, good husbands and fathers, and good neighbors 
lapse from the ways of the law abiding, and bring upon 
themselves righteous and severe punishment from the 
ministers of justice. Pity for the victim of his own folly 
and sympathy for his family are among the feelings into 
which the public are shocked by the man who thus makes 

a wreck of his life anda shame of all connected with him. 

This reaction upon the public mind is most wholesome. It 
is of the corrective influence of public opinion.
